In proceſs of time growing very populous ; the 
S?amards reſolved to root them out, bur after a ſharp 
F1ght, the Scots remained Conquerors, upon which 
peace followed, and Ir was agreed they ſhould live af- 
ter their own Laws, and not to be diſturbed ; Gathelus 
being thus eſtabliſhed, ( faith our Hiſtorian ) fate upon 
is Marble Stone in Brigantia,adminiftring Juſtice to his 
people ; this ſtone was like a chair, and attended with 
iuch a faral deſtiny, that the Scots ſay, whereloever 
it ſhould be found, their Nation ſhould Reign, and 
therefore 1t was removed from Sparn to Ireland, and 
then to Scotland, all their Kings being Crowned ſitting 
there!n, When Gathelys coferved the people fo much 
to 1acreale that the Country was too little for them, re- 
folving to maintain the League inviolate with Spaiz, 
be thought of cranſplanring ſome of them, and under- 
ſtanding there was an Iſland North of Spair meanly in- 

| babired, he ſent his two ſons Hyberus and Himericus with 
a great Navy, and ſtrong Army, who Janded at Dyn- 
aath 1n that Country, and called it &7zerma from the 
eldeſt ſons name, now 1r:nd; being arrived, they 
found the Inhabitants to be few, and ſimple, living on-

Hybrrus having taught them tillage and other good 

huſbandry, returned into Spain, and ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther Gathelus, ſabduing more of that Country. tne Suc- 
cefon continuing in his Poſterity a long while after. 
Himericus was left by his brother to govern Ireland, rus 
Iing both the Scotch and Ti, bur in ime great dificr- 
ences aroſe, and much blood was ſhed. till at length 
by aſſiftance from Spain the Þi/h were ſuv.lned, and the

After thirty five years Rejgn Lugtak ſucceeded Galde 
Is Father,he was abhorred of all men for his deteſtable 
Cruelty and Luft, ravifhing not only his Aunt, Niece, 
and Siſter, but his own Daughter; ſo that after two years 
intending to put to death thoſe vhom 1n an Afſembly 
at Dunſtafage blamed his miſpgovernmerr, he was there 
murthered among the people, with abundance of his 
partakers. Mogal the Nephew of Galde ſucceeded who 
was at firſt well beloved of his Subjeas, and obtained 


many notable ViEiorys againft rhe Romans, who again 


invaded the Country; upon which he grew ſo proud, 
that he fell into the ſame ſenſualities as his Predeceſſors; 
and underſtanding there was a Conſpiracy againſt him, 
he fled into a Wood at mil-night with only two fer- 
vants, of which the, Conſpirators having notice the 
next morning, they purſucd him with great fury, and 


ſeizing him, cut off his head, which they ſet upon a 


pole and carried about in derifion. | 
Conarus his ſon aſcended the Throne, who was 
thought to have been in the Treaſon againſt his Father, 
and coming tothe Crowr, by wicked means, 1c could 
not be expected he ſhould rule well, for he ſoon diſco- 
vered his debauched humor, wherein he uſed ſuch ex- 
ceſs that it brought him inte great neceſity;whereupon 


calling an Afembly of his Lords,he demanded a Subſj- 


dy, alledging.that the renrsof the Crown were not ſuffr- 
Cent to maintain h15 Royal Dignity, and therefore re- 
quired Contributicn from his Subje&s; the nobles were 
ſtartled at his dertand, reſolving to deny him, and 
therefore the next morning when they were again ſet in 
the Council Chamizer, one of them ſpake to this pur- 
poſe; tyat ſince ne had no Wars wherewith to ſpend his Trea- 
ſure it mignt (een -ſfirange why he ſhould demand a Tax to- 
maintain his hou[kuld, but that it might not indeed be much 
wondred at, ſmce he prefer d only mean Perſons who (tudied atl

Murrayland, which being brought to the Kings Ear, he 
preſently ſent ſeveral knowing men, who not diſcover- 
1n2 their deſign, were received privately 1n the dark 
into the Caſtle of Fores by the Governour named Don- 
wald, who kept it faithfully for the King againſt the 
Rebels ro whom declaring their intent, they defired 
his aſliftance; now the thing hal been «hiſpered 1n the 
Caſtle before, for one of the Souldiers, keeping a 
young Wench for his Concubine v ho was Daughter to 
one of the Witches, ſhe had rold him all the Proceed- 
ings of her Mother, and the reſt of the Witches, and 
that the defign was ro make away the King. 

Having diſcovered th15 to Dozwald the Wench con- 
firmed it, and- diſcloſed the houſe where the miſchief 
was done, which they breaking into at midnight, 


found one of the WitchesRoaſting an Image of Wax ar . 
the fire upon a Weoden Spit, reſembling the Kings 
Perſon -and another Witch far by batting of 1t- with a 


certain Liquor, and mumbling ſome words of Inchant- 
ments; being ſeized and Examined, they confeſt 
their deſign was to deft roy the King, for as that Image 
waſted, ſo did the Kings Body break forth into Swear 
and waited away, that the words of Incantation 
were to lynder him from ſleeping, and when the Wax 
was quite melced then ſhould the King dye 3 that they 
were taught 1t by Evil. Spirits, and hired to ac? this 
Villany by the Lords of Murrayiand 3 hereupon the I- 
mage was broke and the Witches burnt to death, as 
they Juſtly deſerved. Ir was faid, thar the very inflant 
when this was ated at the Caſtle of Fores the King was 
abſolutely freed from his diſtemper, fl:eping thar 
night without &weatirg, and the next day, was per- 


fefly reſtored to his Health and Strength, as if he had

_ Upon his Recovery he raiſed Forces,and routed the 
Rebels in Mrreland, puriuing and apprehending dis 
yers oi them, whom he cauſed to be hanged up on high 
Gibbets, among whom were divers Young Gentle- 
men of good Quality and axzin to Dorwald the Govern- 
our of Fores Caſtle, whoſe pardon he uſed all means 
poſlihlz to obtain of the King, but receiving a'poſitive 


denial, he conceived ſuch deſperate hatred and malice 


againſt him thar nothing but his death could appeaſe. 
For the King being fiill in rat Country, he uſed com - 
monly to lodge in the Caſtlz, becauſeof the grear con- 
fidence and truſt he had in Donweld ; who could ne- 
ver forget the reproach of his Family to have his Rinſ(- 


men hung up for a Specacle to the People, the 


thoughts whereof continually aifſturbed him, ſo rhat 
his Wife obſerving it, would never ceaſe til[ſhe unders 
02d the reaſon thereof, which when he had declared, 
th: b*1ng no lef6 incenſed againit the King then he, ur- 
ged and perſiveded him ther:to, contriving how it 
might be d532. which he agreeing to, watched his 
opp2 ut y ;it han2ened that the night before the 
king 11: .1!ed to depart the Ciftle, he was very late 
in ht 9Oratoy at Pravers, and at laſt commyg out, he 
called thoſe who had been moit ſerviceavle 1n ſup- 
prefling the late Rebels before him, and giving them 
hearty thenks, beſtowed divers rich gifts arnong them, 
and particularly to Darwald whom he accounted one of 


- his moſt Faithful Servants. Then going to bed his 
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Chamverlains lefr him, and went to Banquet with Dox- 
wald and his Wife, who had prepared ſeveral deiicate 


diſhes for rhem, where they eat and drank fo heartily

Donald (*though his heart miſgave him, and he ab- 
Morr'd the Fact, yer by the Inſtigation of his Wie who

much reſolution, that with great flaughter of them 


they obtained a Glorious Victory, chafing their Ene- | 
mies tul night came on, and then returning Trium- 
phantly with abundance of Proviſions and Rich Spo:1 


mto the City, Roderick himſelf hardly eſcaping with 


his Life, after which the Earl of Pembroke coming into | 
England ſurrendred Dylin and all the Caſtles and Forts 
-on the Sea-coaſts to King Henry, and thereby removed | 
Ins Jealouſy, and was again received into fayaur. 


In 1192 King Henry the Second landed with acon- 


ſiderable Army, whom Roderick in behalf of himſelf, 


and all the other petty Princes of that Kingdom ac- 


Kknowledged for his Soveraign Lord, and the fupream 


Prince of all that Iſland, fo that none refuſed obedi- 


ence to Henry, but only the Province of Viſer ; the 


Chriſtmas after, the King Royally feaſted all thoſe 
Princes, who were become h1s Subje&s, at Dzblzn, and 
then tanghrt the 74 firft-to eat Cranes: fleſh, which 
was before abhorred by them. He then called/a Synod 
where divers abuſes were reformed, and new Ca- 
nons made for the future Government of the Church, 
and among others, That ſimce tt had pleaſed God to bring 
them under the Engliſh Dominion, they (hould for the fu- 


ture obſerve all the Rites and Ceremonies of the Engliſh 
Church. Soon after King Henry retnrned to' England, 
being ſummoned by the Pope to anſwer for the dearh
